DRILLING FOR OIL 
ON RAYBORN FARM 


P . F. Irwin Has Well Cleaned 
and Is Sinking It to Greater 
Depth—G<"ologist Accompanies 
Kansas Operator. 


The work in 
progress 
on the 
(Rayborn farm 
northeast 
of the 
city is now attracting attention of 
persons interested in oil and gas 
development. AYecent paragraph 
(thru error 
indicated 
th at this 
well, whi^h P. C. Irwin of Iola, 
Kar.s., is Having put down, is on 
the Rayborn farm and Mr. Irwin 
had ii cleaned out and ie drilling 
it 
deeper, 
in 
fact, 
the drill is 
now down to a depth of 500 feet, 
while 
the 
well 
was 
originally 
bored only 
to 
a depth 
of 3 40 
feet. 
Mr. Irwin is here, accompanied 
by his geologist, Cecil Pease, and 
they are giving their careful a t ­ 
tention to the drilling operations. 
Mr. Pease said yesterday th a t lf 
th e walls of the well will hold it 
is his intention to drill this well 
to a depth of 1,000 feet. However. 
It has been necessary to use the 
.6 J inch 
casing 
at the 
present 
dep th and it may not be possible 
to go to the 1,000 depth. 
When this well has been 
fin­ 
ished the drilling 
rig 
will 
be 
moved to tile O reir farm a mile 
and a quarter distant, where the 
*ite has been chosen for the next 
Irwin well *The fact that casing 
ami some drilling apparatus has J 
already been hauled to the Orear 
farm 
gave 
the 
basis 
for 
tho 
earlier story that drilling opera­ 
tions had begun ihere. 
Both Mr. Irwin and Mr. Pease are 
quite conservative in their state­ 
ments. 
They 
evidently 
believe 
that oil and gas are to be found 
bere, but they are not yet certain 
about the location. Mr. Irwin has 
a large acreage under lease ami is 
ready to put down just aa many 
wells as conditions and possibili­ 
ties justify. 
“ I Im vc drilled 
many 
a 
dry 
hole,” Mr. Irwin said last 
night, 
“along with the producing wells 
that I have found. 
That 
is 
the 
lot of most men who follow the 
oil business. 
It n*quires the ex­ 
penditure of money and a will­ 
ingness to tak e chances. 
In one 
field where I 
have 
interest* 
I 
drilled nine dry holes before I 
located a 
producing 
well. 
But 
uft*r that my luck was much ln»t- 
tt r and we put down a series of 
wells that showed a good produc­ 
tion.” 
Mr. Irwin has Mr. Pease v i 'h 
him the 
greater 
part 
of 
the 
time, a young man with techni­ 
cal training who has specialized 
in geological w'ork for a number 
of 
years.

a geologist iii 
such work jvays some slight at­ 
t e .
